Nearly 1,800 Indian brides are estimated to have been 
murdered in 1987 - because the dowry they brought into 
their marriages wasn’t enough. 


A Toronto man has been accused of murder. He had driven to his mother-in-law’s 
home, beaten her with an iron bar and stabbed her 27 times with a Sabatier kitchen 
knife. He claimed to have done it whilst asleep and having a nightmare. 
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MacPhunn of Drip was a Scottish laird who fell on hard 
times and was hanged for sheep stealing. His wife 
collected the body and, while rowing across Loch Fyne 
with it, noticed signs of life. Being heavily pregnant she 
was able to mix some of her milk with a little whisky and 
revived her husband. He recovered completely and lived 
to a ripe old age. 


A wheelchair bound mugger in Sicily snatched a woman’s purse and fled. He was, 
obviously, quickly caught and sentenced to four months in prison. |

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A Los Angeles policeman has been fined after a disciplinary hearing. His offence 
was assault by ’felonious flatulence’. Two prisoners, whom he’d just handcuffed 
insisted he’d done it deliberately, although the officer claimed it was his upset 
stomach.

The youngest chief constable this country has ever had 
was F. G. Ward. He was elected chief constable to 
Lancaster City whilst only 25 years old. He had started his 
career as the youngest constable - at the age of 16 years 
and 4 months. 


In 1829 the English police force patrolled every street every ten minutes. The theory- 
was, that no matter where you stood, help would be with you almost immediately. 
To achieve the same coverage nowadays the force would require a further 83,017 
officers. 


The president of Tanzania has decided to disarm most 
policemen on daylight patrols.
